BELLE GLADE - School officials will be at 
the Glades Central High main campus 
library at 4 p.m. Friday to answer questions 
raised last Wednesday by a group of Glades 
parents who appeared before the school 
board to ask for information and demand 
tougher standards.

In response to Lovell’s claim of being 
denied information which was later released 
to The Herald, Berryman said that when

Berryman, and Locke before him, made it 
clear individual names are not public infor- 
mation and can’t be released.

He in Florida? The answer is a going to reduce import quotas hop- 
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ing to lower prices.” 

According to Kautz, allowing in- 
creased imports into the country 
would not significantly affect the 
cost of beef and would upset the. 
market system. 

“Administration economists 
admit that prices would be lowered 
by only two to five cents a pound," 
Kautz says. But the real impact, he 
says, would be seen in several 
years. 4 

“More imports would discourage 
cattlemen fr: rebuilding their 
herds and we'd, eventually, have 
an even greater shortage of beef 
with higher prices,” he says. 

Kautz added that not all the beef 
price increases aré going to far- 
mérs and ranchers. 

“A great deal of that money goes 
for processing, transportation and 
marketing. with about half the cost 
of bringing food to market being 
eaten up by labor costs. he says. 

“In our marketplace, the con- 
sumer and farmer will come out 
ahead if we just let the supply- 
demand cycle: work itself out,” 
Kautz says. ?

And that's why it's important for anyone interested in 
education in the Glades to bé present for the meeting, if at all 
possible . .. and even more important for those interested in 
what their children will be receiving in the way of ‘an 
education.
